British Secrets 
Housed In Small 
British Village 


Vital 
Secrets 
Of 
Armed 
Forces Known Only 
To Few 


TRAIN MEN IN 
NEWEST METHODS 


Bv LOWELL BENNETT

LONDON. Oct. 3.—Some of the 
greatest secrets of the British armed 
forces are locked in a redbricked 
building in a small English country 
town. 
The building is used as the 
headquarters of a training group 
of tlie R. A. F. Army Cooperation 
Command, and it is here that the 
Organization and planning is pre­ 
pared and controlled for training 
officers and men to develop new 
or improved method of warfare. 
About many of these methods no 
disclosure may be made since so 
much of their effectiveness will de­ 
pend upon their unsuspected use. 
The units of the group are to be 
found in all parts of G reat Britain 
—on isolated strips of the coast, and 
at stations far inland. 
One of the 
outposts is so remote th at when it 
was 
snowbound. 
roads 
became 
blocked and the only means of ob­ 
taining food was for supplies to be 
dropped by aerial transport. 
Parachute Training ('enter 
All of these units are playing a 
useful part, in the Air Force am* 
Army co-operation, but one of the 
most important establishments for 
which the group is responsible is 
the training center of the British 
parachute troops. 
Here the R A. F. develop the par­ 
achute 
equipment, 
instruct 
the 
troops in the use of parachutes and 
the art of dropping, and teach them 
air technique. 
To the army falls the duty of se­ 
lecting the parachutists—every one 
a volunteer—providing their weap­ 
ons. and giving them tactical train ­ 
ing for ground fighting. 
Nowhere in Britain is there a 
better example of close cooperation 
between 
the Air 
Force 
and 
the 
Army than at this station of the 
.special Air Service Troops, 
Entirely different work is done at 
another station at w’hich new and 
highly successful methods of artil­ 
lery observation have 
been 
tried 
out by R. A. F. pilots who “spot'' 
for the gunners from the air and 
by an ingenious wireless system, di­ 
rect the fire of batteries on to the 
enemy objective. 
Air Observation Tests 
Effective tests are also being car­ 
ried out in the use of air observa­ 
tion 
artillery officers, 
and at one 
unit, experiments are being under­ 
taken with radio-location devices. 
Elsewhere is a center for the de­ 
velopment by special army forma­ 
tions of new and more deadly a n ti­ 
aircraft fire—* center where the

numerous 
for

practice for men training with the 
artillery not only with target tow­ 
ing flights, but with the famous 
British 
< automatically-operated > 
“Queen Bees." 
These cooperation units are oc­ 
cupied too, with ways of destroy­

Britain, in Greece, Crete, and the 
Middle East, to make the lot of the 
enemy dive-bomber as unpleasant 
as possible. 
Anti-Aircraft Training 
The training of the British anti­ 
aircraft gunners equips them with 
the latest devices and information 
concerning 
new 
aerial 
strategy. 
Nearly all of this training is car­ 
ried on by these units. 
At a school of army cooperation 
training, intelligence officers learn 
how to become air liaison officers. 
They form the link between an 
Army 
Cooneration 
Squadron 
and 
Army headquarters and their task 
is to “brief" pilots for aerial mis­ 
sions required by the army. 
#The reconnaissance over, they re­ 
port back to the army on the in­ 
formation the pilot has gathered. 
Instructors at the school are offi­ 
cers 
fully 
acquainted 
with 
the 
specialized role of the Army Co­ 
operation 
Command, 
and 
they 
manage to do an unspectacular jot 
uncommonly well.

Oct. 3 —Re­ 
sults of the vocational school need 
survey conducted among employers 
have been tabulated as follows: 
A—Industrial and manufacturing 
group: 
1. Employment figures for the 
ten plants visited personally indi­ 
cate that Ellwood City industries 
may reasonably be considered as 
being able to absorb the bulk of the 
graduates of a trade and vocational 
training school in this community 
if such is established here. 
2. Ninety percent of the men em­ 
ployed in the ten largest plants are 
doing work of a mechanical nature: 
86 percent of the women employed 
in such plants are doing clerical and 
secretarial work. 
3. Such employers are agreed at 
a ratio of about 9 to 1 that voca­ 
tional schools contribute to industry 
by providing better trained appli­ 
cants for employment. 
4. These employers were agreed 
almost as enthusiastically that a 
vocational school in Ellwood Citv 
would be of great value to them 
and to the community as a whole. 
5. The first four types of voca­ 
tional training which 
they 
felt 
would be of greatest value and util­ 
ity were: mechanics, welding, elec­ 
tricity, drafting and blueprint read­ 
ing, in that order. 
6. Such a school in the opinion 
of these employers would offer op- 
portuntiies for additional training 
for their employees in evening and 
part-tim e classes. 
B—Merchants and small emplop- 
ers: 
1. Three out of every four in this 
group favored the establishment of 
a vocational training school here. 
2. Types of training; preferred by 
this group were commercial, sales­ 
manship, general 
machine 
shop 
practice, and automobile mechanics. 
3. Three out of five felt that 
such a school would offer adequate 
facilities for part-tim e and evening 
classes in which their 
employees 
might secure additional training.
